We parents often have a hard 
tunc understanding our children 
I suspect that children do a better 
job in understanding us 
Perhaps 
that is the reason so much more 
is written for grownups about how 
to get along with their children 
than for children about how to 
get along with their parents. 


One pencd 
of youth, 
namely 
that 
between 
nursery 
age 
and 
adolescence 
has been called the 
forgotten years of childhood. 
It 
is easier perhaps for parents to 
discipline or run their children 
at these ages than it is later on. 
but 
the thoughts and emotions 
from approximately 6 to 12 re 
main difficult for most adults 


The attractiu early years, when 
the words of parents were ac­ 
cepted by their youngsters with­ 
out question, have passed, but the 
grown-up approach to life and it« 
problems ha« certainly not 
yet 
been reached 


On# of tlu difficulties in deal 
ing with youngsters of these age* 
is that it '« so hard tor the par­ 
ents to thinx back to the>e years 
themselves and 
remember 
how 
they felt and acted at the same 
age True, most of us can remem­ 
ber something if we try but the 
effort is seldom made. 


Can 
you 
remember 
a 
party 
given when you were 8 years old 
to which you were not invited or 
at 
which you had a very bad 
time'’ 
Do you recall the feelings of 
triumph or tragedy which accom­ 
panied 
success 
socially, 
in the 
classroom or on the athletic field? 
If you can do the*# things you 
will have made a close approach 
to the f#enngs of your children 
and to their trials, failures and 
successes. 
Friends of the same age are 
every hit as important to the 8- 
year-old as they are later on. 
in 
fact, in many ways, they are more 
important 
because one has not 
learned at that age that human 
contact* 
with others come and 
go with life 
The rules and regulations of par­ 
ents and teachers are often par­ 
ticularly hard to understand 
At the .ue ot 6, death and injury 
seem entirely unreal and a* some 
thing that could not po«*ibly hap­ 
pen to oneself 
Hence, the warn­ 
ing to be careful crossing the 
street 
an 1 
similar 
instructions 
from grownups seem merely add­ 


ing to the confining and sense 
le«« rules which are always inter­ 
fering with fun 


In short, tlu youngster between 
ti and 12--and in older and young 
er years too—is a real 
person 
with normal reactions *o far as 
his own experiences are concern 
cd 
The one* who do not have 
normal reactions in the eve« of 
the children are the grownup»

teacher 
should understand tin* and oper- 
ate their relationships with th« 
youths under the direction accord­ 
ingly.
